They should set up an art school at that place, maybe I can start 
a branch there (don't go there jena) ...the materials they sell are terrific for mixed media 
surfaces... and strong!! They are liquid nails for paint... The egg tempera workshop will be a 
different kettle of fish very serene and respectful... medieval music will waft through all weekend 
and we will be drinking mulled wine with our partridge soup for lunch, no just kidding about the 
gourmets. The workshop will focus though on a medieval technique used to make icons. The 
techniques can be adapted though to any subject matter including abstract work.. .it's a very 
beautiful paint that tempera makes- luminescent.

the red shoes or the black etc etc the next of those great artists party is on the Thursday 18th
